foist illegitimate 
American public. Repeatedly this 
year stamp collectors have wit- 
nessed the perpetration of tricks 
calculated to make big profits for 
a few at the expense of many and 
to the detriment of the world’s 
finest hobby—stamp collecting. 

The time has come to speak 
openly and to protest with as 
much vigor and force as we can 
muster. Now is the time to serve 
warning and to make that warn- 
ing mean something by going into 
action, 

Here are a few facts with which 
all are familiar. With the death 
of Franklin D. Roosevelt, many 
countries began issuing stamps 
ostensibly in his memory. In 
June, 1946, Nicaragua put out six 
stamps for general postage (120,- 
000 sets) and five air mail stamps, 
the two highest denominations of 
which were issued in quantities 
of 15,000 each and had a face val- 
ue of about 60c and $1 réspective- 
ly in American money. The air 
mail set was offered to American 
stamp collectors at $20, approx- 
imately ten times it face value.’ 

Liberia even earlier issued a 70c 
air mail stamp which appears to 
have been a “limited edition” 
and which was sold at an unjust- 
ified markup. 

The effrontery of San Marino 
was notorious. Fourteen postage 
and air mail stamps, from a coun- 
try of 38 square miles with a pop- 
ulation of 14,500 souls, are cur- 
rently being offered at $6.50 for 
the set. Then shortly after the 
issue appeared its values were 
surcharged and are now being 
sold in-this spurious form. 

Monaco was not quite so bad for 
her stamps are going at the bar- 
gain rate of nine stickers at $1.20 

Then came Ethiopia with five 
stamps, three of which were rea- 
sonable in price, and two were 
$1 and 2 air mail stamps! The 
face value of the latter in our 
currency is approximately $1.20 
and they are available at about 
$9—a markup of over 700% of

order for certain new issues, 
recently received the two Ethio- 
pian air mail stamps from my 
dealer with this apology: “This is 
another one of the issues that are 
cornered by the largest of the im- 
porters. Really we are helpless 
on this series and there isn’t a 
thing we can do. This set has 
a face value of about $1.50 so 
you can see the markup by our 
friends in.. ” 

It remained for Hungary to of- 
fer American stamp collectors 
the worst insult to their intelli- 
gence during the current seascn, 
The facts have now become fuliy 
known and while the _ sources 
abroad which furnish the informa- 
tion cannot be made known for 
fear of reprisals, they are reliable. 
Here is what happened: The so- 
called Roosevelt stamps of Hun- 
gary were sent to the United 
States long before the issue was 
announced in Hungary. In Bu- 
dapest the official announcement 
of the issue was made on the radio 
on the afternoon before the day 
of issue. At the post office next 
day only one set per person was 
allowed to be purchased. About 
30 persons were in line at the main 
post office that morning and it is 
reliably estimated that not more 
than 500 sets were sold in all Bu- 
dapest that day. The issue was 
peddled to an American whole- 
saler who bought it at a premi- 
um and who had its exclusive sale. 
Thus he obtained a monopoly and 
could charge what he wanted to 
retail dealers. 

Many of the above mentioned 
issues have been printed in small 
sheets surrounded by a legend of 
some sort so as to attract the col- 
lection of miniature sheets. If 
you want the Hungarian minia- 
tures, you can get eight complete 
sheets of 25 for the small sum of 
$106.25. 

American stamp collectors are 
face to face with a growing rack- 
et. It is up to them to decide 
whether they are going to nurture 
it and be victimized more and

James F. Dickson, Jr. of Lind- 
say, Calif. tells us that he has seen 
a post card franked with a Ic 
Prexy which has been postmarked 
as follows: June 19, 1847 from 
Rafford, Va. The postmark was 
applied to the card on an Interna- 
tional cancelling machine. 

Undoubtedly, when assembling 
the date for insertion in the ma- 
chine, the person in charge erred 
in the detection of an eight for a 
nine. Whether it is possible to 
get such a cancel on. the Centen- 
ary stamps is doubtful, but nev- 
ertheless it would still not be ap- 
propriate since the first day of 
United States stamps was on July 
1, 1847.

Now Is The Time To Do Your Part 


Now is the time when every collector instead of grunting 
to himself or writing letters of complaint about the un- 
necessary and questionable stamp issues that have become 
so prevalent in the past few months, particularly the Roose- 
velt issues, wherein common belief leads in- 
formed people to consider these stamps as 
strictly exploited issues designed principally 
to milk the collector of his American dollars, 
to rise up in his might and help smite the 
perpetrators of these infamies.

This fact is proved by the clamor that arose when un- 
perforated sheets of the Parks and other stamps of the same 
period were passed out by the then Postmaster General 
James A. Farley. 

A spontaneous how] from the American collectors soon 
rectified this error on the part of Mr. Farley, altho at the 
expense and cost of the American collector. 

We have no objection should San Marino, Monaco, Hun- 
gary or any other country choose to issue a set of stamps 
honoring Franklin D. Roosevelt or one of their own native 
sons so long as the stamps are put on sale in unlimited quant- 
ity to any person who wishes to buy them at the Post Office 
of the country of issue. 

We do object when common information is to the effect 
that the stamps were not generally put on sale and as a re- 
sult, were put out in the American market through whole- 
salers who controlled the price and worse than that exacted 
an enormous price over actual face value for the so called 
stamps. 

Linn’s Weekly Stamp News has stood almost alone in 
fighting this racket. Stamp collectors everywhere should 
take to task the publishers of other magazines who have 
failed in their proper task of protecting them from these 
octopuses, You alone, nor we alone can not lick this mon- 
ster but concerted action by all stamp publications plus the 
support of the American Stamp Dealers Association, the 
American Philatelic Society and the Society of Philatelic 
Americans plus local Clubs in all parts of the country, can 
eliminate these issues if proper action is taken. 

At long last we have been able to stir to action, Mr. 
Donald F. Lybarger, President of the American Philatelic 
Society. The front page story in this issue states the opin- 
ion and the intention of Mr. Lybarger. Our insistent de- 
mands for some curb on these various questionable stamp 
issues has borne fruit. Mr. Lybarger is now going to help us 
carry the torch. From here on you too must help.

VOX POP 


Sioux City, Iowa. 
Dear Mr. Editor: — 

My attention was arrested by a 
recent article in Linn’s Weekly 
Stamps News, on certain stamps 
of Belgium. This article com- 
plains only of one recent issue 
of stamps. But the practice of 
issuing, high-valued semi-postals 
at frequent intervals has been in 
vogue for a considerable length of 
time, in Belgium at least. The 
first semi-postal stamps of this 
country were issued in 1910. But 
these stamps carried only the 
postal value. In 1918 stamps 
were issued with a postal value 
plus an added value for charitable 
purposes—in this case the Red 
Cross. Here the charity value 
was the same as the postal value, 
and the highest value was 10+10 
francs. This p¥actice was followed 
until 1941, when the surcharge 
(or excess charge) was made 
greater than the postal value. This 
ratio has now risen as high as 
1 to 9 (1945). This means that in 
stamp B416, 5 francs go to the 
Government for postal purposes, 
while 45 frances are diverted to 
the particular charitable’ enter- 
prise, 

From the collector’s point of view 
this contribution to local char- 
ity does not belong in the stamp 
collector’s original program or 
purpose. He has been cleverly 
drawn into an eleemosynary en- 
terprise which was not of his 
choosing. Just so.we may have 
a short phrase with which to refer 
to this method of raising funds, let 
us call it the ‘Philatelic charity 
racket, 

Now, if we use the Standard 
Postage Stamp Catalogue ~ for 
1947 as a guide we find that Bel- 
gium has issued by far more such 
stamps than any other country. 
The number of semi-postals is- 
sued by this country is 416 (to 
date of catalogue); and all but the 
first 33 have the double value. 
Germany issued 291, while France 
issued 205. Many other countries 
have adopted the practice in a 
limited way. Some countries have 
had the moral courage to avoid it 
entirely. 

Now what can be said pro and 
con from the colfectors’ angle? 
In the first place a great many 
collectors desire to obtain com- 
plete sets of stamps. If the high- 
er values are prohibitive in cost, 
the set must remain incomplete in 
the collector’s album. or be 
skipped entirely. And remem- 
ber that the prohibitive cost is 
practically wholly due to the ap- 
pended surcharges. The stamp 
collector is asked to pay for some- 
thing that is not postal business 
at all, but a charitable enterprise 
instead. He then begins to wonder 
whether he.should not drop his in- 
terest in this class of postal paper.

The catalogue may not be able 
to discontinue the listing of such 
paper, since each piece has a post- 
al value. But that would be one 
solution. Some~ would object 
that many stamps in collectors’ 
and dealers’ hand would be imme- 
diately devaltied at their expense. 
If the collector should lose inter- 
est in such paper, the importers 
would quickly catch on, and the 
racket would be crippled or killed 
with the collectors’ blessing. 

These harsh remarks hurt the 
writer, especially when directed 
at the gallant small nation which 
has been the object of his phila- 
telic interest since boyhood, But 
there must be a limit to all un- 
righteous things. And these lines 
are written merely to bring the 
matter to the attention of those 
who care. 

The fact that many of the semi- 
postal stamps are issued in small 
lots of usually about 100,000, at 
once suggests the thought that 
postage is not the primary purpose 
at all. Larger issues would tend to 
lessen the scarcity, and hence the 
premium value. So the man- 
agers are tempted to _ include 
plenty of high values in the series 
to compensate for the lack of mass 
sales. It boils down to a com- 
mercial racket, notwithstanding 
the merit of the ultimate goal.

BRITISH COLLECTORS 
WELCOME NEW CATALOG 





The paper shortage which has 
plagued American collectors for 
some years is even more intense 
in Britain, and throughout most 
of their six years of war British 
collectors had no new catalog to 
turn to.

On thin paper, and slim 
in size, the issue was awaited 
breathlessly by thousands, most of 
whom knew full well that the 
number to appear would not fill 
one tenth of the demand. 

Within two weeks of the book’s 
appearance, it was selling at three 
times the issued price, and last re- 
ports from London indicate that 
the sky appears to be the limit 
with disappointed collectors up- 
ping their bids constantly. 





MAIL TRIP CENTENNIAL 
FETE FEATURES CLAY 


In a ceremony marking the 
100th anniversary of arrival of 
the first mail steamer from the 
United States to Germany, Gen. 
Lucius D. Clay, military gover- 
nor of the United States Zone, de- 
clared today he hoped Germans 
will soon have full freedom. of 
communications. Pointing out 
that the United States believes 
in free communications between 
nations, Gen. Clay said “Demo- 
cracy grows as the people of the 
world begin to know one an- 
other.” 

Gen. Clay’s speech was the 
highlight of an elaborately plan- 
ned centennial celebration here 
and in Bremerhaven of arrival of 
the paddle steamer Washington, 
which established the first regu- 
lar mail service between the Uni- 
ted States and the contintent.

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I never have been a collector of First Day Covers, in fact do not 
care for them at all, but when I saw the plans for the Centenary Sou- 
venir Sheet that was to be issued first day at the New York Show, I 
got to thinking about it and came up with an idea which so far as I have 
yet learned seems to have been unique.

Each stamp’ was trimmed out with liberal margins, the kind 
you would like on all your imperforate stamps, the stamps were then 
placed on folded letter sheets which I had prepared and took with me 
to New York. The letter sheets are folded like those old ones used in 
1847 and are sealed with sealing wax, replicas of the old letters of 
100 years ago. e 

It is unecessary for me to call your attention to how nice these 
covers looks and how fitting they will be to place in a collection of 5c 
and 10c 1847 issue stamps, The pictures above look like the real things 
of course, 

After returning home I had that beautiful penman, Ed Piper of 
Cleveland, Ohio, do some of his fancy addressing for me and I thus 
came up with a nice lot of really worth while covers. At the show I 
saw people pasting all kinds of stamps on all kinds of envelopes and 
getting them cancelled, Few of*them will be worth face value for many 
years, but these covers as illustrated have already been selling at as 
high as $5.00 for the pair. There were less than 150 sets of them, No, 
none are for sale at present. They are just going to be laid away un- 
til someone wants to pry them loose.

Directors in other cities were like- 
wise diligent in saying thank you 
to our contributors. In cases 
where material was above aver- 
age we wrote personal letters of 
appreciation. 

As for the distribution of ma- 
terial contributed I can say that 
we do sort it through into three 
categories: 1. Junk that is worth- 
less; 2. Stamps that are of what 
appears to be of interest to the 
average beginner, and 3. “Super- 
Duper.” When requests for ma- 
terial come to this office the num- 
ber 2 material is sent until such 
time as the men to whom it is in- 
tended are advanced far enough 
to appreciate and know how to 
handle GOOD stamps, in which 
case the SUPER-DUPER material 
is sent in addition to the regular 
bulk. I have no way of being 
absolutely certain that the® is no 
“pinching” of material after it ar- 
rives at a hospital except that the 
men who have served on this com- 
mittee are in my opinion trust- 
worthy and honest and that they 
have my utmost confidence. If 
anyone of your acquaintances or 
correspondents has evidence to 
the contrary I’d be the first to 
want to know Facts. I’m not inter- 
ested in rumors. j 

With two exceptions, not a 
single stamp which has been con- 
tributed was sold or otherwise 
kept from hospitalized service- 
men. But that no oné gets er- 
roneous ideas about these two ex- 
ceptions, here are the facts: 

1. A prominent dealer in the 
East, who may be checked for the 
veracity of this report, came to 
me over a year ago, stating that 
one of his customers. would be 
willing to make a donation in such 
a way that he might claim an ex- 
emption in his income tax returns. 
Accordingly the material (which 
consisted chiefly of a France and

Colonies specialist items), was 
turned over to H. R. Harmer, Inc., 
who offered to auction it without 
commission. This was clearly 
mentioned in the catalogue and 
as I recall it, without checking my 
files, over $300 was raised. 

2. At another time a person, 
unknown to me, went to the same 
firm, gave them some material 
“to be sold for SFTW.” The first 
I heard of this was when I re- 
ceived the check—I think it was 
between $30 and $40—was mailed 
with an explanatory letter. 

I know of one other exception, 
which occurred (and still does) 
in one of our regions. There a 
dealer-volunteer,. knowing that 
some of the men inevitably get 
some junk among the regular ma- 
terial — offers the hospitalized 
servicemen 10c a hundred for the 
ordinary 1, 1%, 2 and 3c stamps 
which they can supply. He makes 
no stipulation other than the 
stamps be sorted and off paper. 
Torn copies, heavily cancelled and 
other imperfections are taken 
along with the rest. That may 
sound like “business.” but let me 
give you facts again. In the first 
place, SFTW was organized to 
keep the boys occupied: The time 
that is required to sort and soak 
what we might call junk takes 
up hours and keeps these men oc- 
cupied. The 10c he gives is in 
fact a “donation” to make the 
boys feel as though they’re doing 
something useful. And do you 


know what happens to. those 
stamps he buy? He throws them 
in a wastepaper basket! 


That’s a little something—let 
me add that our volunteers have 
given up time and effort and 
when funds for out-of-pocket ex- 
penses were not available (and 
many times when they were, too), 
these same fellows dug into their 
own pockets and paid them. 

If you really want to know what 
STAMPS FOR THE WOUNDED 
has done and what it means, I 
suggest you check with some of 
the regional boys—Kenworthy in 
Chicago; Myers in Philly; Best in 
Detroit, Landis in Cleveland—or 
as well, with the Red Cross Field 
Directors in the hospitals we have 
served. 

For any person who has doubts, 
the files of SFTW are open and 
available for inspection, includ- 
ing some 5,000 letters and answers 
to them which have gone out of 
this office alone since 1944,

a fair and honest answer to those 
who carried doubts as to the in- 
tegrity of that organization, or its 
personnel. 

By the same token, if any of our 
readers have evidence that does 
not coincide with the above state- 
ment in Mr. Kehr’s letter, we will 
be glad to look into them and get 
the answers. All we ask is that 
no anonymous letters are sent, 
since at no time will these ever be 
given any consideration on any 
matter at this office.

We will 
not use it for publication unless 
you give us that privilege.

A Purple Heart Stamp 
Proposed By Wounded 
Veterans Organization 





Because“ the ideals of our dem- 
ocracy for which we fought and 
bled are being attacked openly 
and subversively,” the Military 
Order of the Purple Heart, com- 
posed of men who were wounded 
while fighting for this country, 
passed a resolution at their state 
convention in Troy, N. Y. to ask 


the government for a Purple 
Heart commemorative postage 
stamp. 


The resolution calling for a 
Purple Heart stamp was .written 
by Benjamin Marks, commander 
of the New York Post Office 
Chapter, and presented by him 
and his adjutant, George Emery. 
The Purple Heart Order, estab- 
lished by George Washington in 
1782, wishes to “reaffirm the 
fdeals and basic principle of 
Americanism,” Mr. Marks said.

more, or whether they are going 
to make a reasonable effort to kill 
it. The time has come when we 
should speak out in no uncertain 
terms and say we will have no 
more of it, that we will not fall a 
prey to profiteers, and that we 
will boycott all illegitimate is- 
sues and that we will condemn 
those who make possible the 
marketing of such issues at exor- 
bitant prices in the United States. 

I am speaking as an individual 
and on behalf of no one but my- 
self; however, at the coming con- 
vention of the American Philate- 
lic Society I shall propose that the 
Society adopt the following decla- 
ration of principles on this sub- 
ject: 

1. —It is unconscionable for 
any country deliberately to issue 
commemorative stamps in such 
small quantities as to make it im- 
possible for all interested stamp 
collectors to obtain copies of the 
same, and to include in the set 
stamps of high denominations not 
demanded for actual reasonable 
postal use. 

2.—It is an unethical practice 
for any government to sell prac- 
tically all of an issue of its stamps 
to one person, firm or group when 
at the same time it does not offer 
such stamps for general sale to 
the public in its own country. 

3.—It is a questionable business 
practice and inimical to the best 
interests of philately for any per- 
son, firm or group to buy up all 
of an issue of stamps from any 
government for the purpose of 
obtaining a monopoly on the sale 
of such stamps in the United 
States or elsewhere at a price far 
above their face value, the“ sole

object being to reap an unwar- 
ranted profit because no competi- 
tion is possible. 

4.—Stamps issued in limited 
numbers by any government, or 
of such high denominations as not 
to be needed for actual postal use 
in the country of issue, or not of- 
fered in good faith to the public 
of the issuing country, when 
practically the entire issue is sold 
to a person, firm or group to the 
exclusion of others, are not bona 
fide postal issues and do not de- 
serve a place in any catalogue of 
postage stamps. 

Of course the obvious and most 
effective remedy is for all collect- 
ors who feel strongly on this sub- 
ject not to purchase any question- 
able issues. The practice will 
soon stop if collectors will not buy 
labels offered to them as stamps 
when in fact they are worth no 
more than the cost of their print- 
ing. I invite all who agree with 
the course of action outlined above 
to join in a boycott of all current 
and future stamps not legitimately 
issued, and offered here at a tre- 
mendous price over face value. 

The hobby must be kept clean; 
we must make it possible for all to 
enjoy it. We can do so by stand- 
ing together on moral issues such 
as that raised by the questionable 
practices indulged in with open 
effrontery this year. 


Help Is Wanted On 
AMG Stamp Listings 


Whether you have realized it 
or not, some of the coming stamps 
that will command a great bit of 
future interest as well as value 
are the Allied Military Govern- 
ment stamps that have been issued 
for use in Italy, Austria, Germany 
and France also including the A. 
M. G-V. G. issues of Italy. 

There is yet the question of 
placing these issues properly in 
the catalogues of the world. Scott 
has chosen to list them under 
United States. By the same right, 
the British catalogues can list 
them under Great Britain and the 
French Catalogues under France 
and the Russian Catalogues (if 
there were one) under’ Russia. 
The Allied Countries all have as 
much claim to these issues as do 
the United States and it certain- 
ly is not right that they belong 
individually under any one coun- 





Cae contention is and always 
has been that they belong under 
a listing of Allied Military Gov- 
ernment stamps. Eventually, if 
the United Nations is properly set 
up and issues its own stamps as 
is proposed, these issues might 
well be the forerunner of United 
Nation Stamps, for they are an is- 
sue of a few nations that united 
under an Allied Military Govern- 
ment and issued these various 
stamps. 

Specialists and those who have 
been following these issues find 
much of interest in them from a 
Philatelic standpoint. There are 
many varieties to be found and 
many perforation listings that are 
practically unknown to the aver- 
age man. 

No real good list of the stamps 
has ever been issued. It is known, 
however, that a good number of
